hops, Arch deatons, Officials, and all other Eccleſiaſticall Officers and Miniſters whatſocuer : 
That by publique Act, Edict, Oꝛder, oꝛ ſich other waies and meanes as they ſhall thinke fit, They 
make knowne his Maiefhes royall pleaſure to be: And further to take oꝛder that enery Teacher, al⸗ 
Well men as women, teaching — in the Engliſh oꝛ Latine tongues, within their ſeuerall Dioteſſe 


Within the ſaid Kingdome, ey 02 - mr „Mall take care that euery Scholler /accoy 
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ding to their capacity) hall and may be tau e {aide Booke eyther in Engliſh o2 Latine, And 


that all ſuch Teachers Whatſoener,as ſhall reftiſe ſo to doc, (hall by the Biſhop of the Dtoceſſe Where 
the ſaid Teacher teacheth, be diſabled and pꝛohibited from teaching of Schoilers, vatill ſuch tune as 
they (hall confoune themſelues thereunto: And further ſhall incurre his Þighneſſe diſpleaſure, beſides 
ſuch other puniſhment, as by the Lawes ofthis Realne may be inficted vpon them, foꝛ their ſaid con- 
tempt of his Highneſle royall commandement, 

And further by his Highnes ſaid Letters Patents, hath commanded all and enery Arch bilhops, 
Bilhops, Maioꝛs, Bapliffes, Shiriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Officials, Parſons, U;cars, Curates, 
Conſtables, and all other the Magiſtrates, Officers and Mmiſters and all other his Subteas of his 
(aid Kingdome : That they and euery of them, at all tunes within their ſetterall Jurildictions and 
places, doe further the vniuerſall reading and exerciſe of the (aid Booke, And that cttery Parſon, Ur 
car, and Curate, reſpectiuely within their (aide Pariſhes, dot take cart, and ſee that enery Childe 
(taught publikely oꝛ pꝛiuately) be taught the lame tyther in the Latine o2 Engliſh tongue, as they may 
beſt ſoꝛt With the Capacitie of ſuch Childzen, Aud that they and eutry of then, be ayding, Helping + aſſt- 
ſting, in the due perfounante and crecution hereof, with effect, as they tender his Marcthes royall plea 
ſure and commandement here, 

Theſe are therefoꝛe inhis Maicſties name, ſtraightly to require all Maſters of Families, and euery 
Ecachcr, oꝛ Teachers, men 02 women, puuate oꝛ publique, teaching eyther in the Engliſh oꝛ Latine 
tonguts: That they take ſuch a ſpetiall care, that all, and euery their youth , Schollers, ſeuerally and 
reſpectiueky , may foꝛthwith within the ſpace of tenne daies nert after momtion gien vnto them , by 
ſuch as (hall be authonſed foꝛ that purpoſe, haue, read, ercrciſe , and learne , and bee taught the (aide 
2Zooke (oꝛder being already taken that there ſhall be a ſufficient number of the ſaid Bookes in ready 
neſſe, in places conuenient fo2 the buyer. And that the (aid Bookes bee ſold by ſuch perſons , oꝛtheir 
Deputies oncly , as his Maieſty hath theretinto atithoziſcd, And that they, noꝛ any of the ſaid De- 
puties (hall pꝛeſiunt to take aboue the rate of fire pence the Booke , neither in Latine noꝛ Engliſh, the 
lame being in Octauo, within the ſaid Dioceſſe, And further that all Perſons, Utcars , Crates, 
Church-TUardensandSideanen , doc at their oꝛdmary day of appearance in any Eecleliaſticall Court 
within our ſaid Dioceſſe, quarterly pꝛeſent a trite note of all their Teachers, men o2 women within their 
ſcteral Pariſhes,with the true number of Schollers as tuery ſuch Teacher teacheth,that their Schol⸗ 
lers map be furniſhed with Bookes accordingly, Together with the names of all ſuch as ſhal refuſe to 
confozme themſelues thereunto, And alſo that all and enery the ſaid Parſons, Utcars and Curates, 
Church⸗Mardens and Sidcanen, bee truely and faithfully ayding, helping and aſſiſting, foꝛ the vu 
uerlall diſperſing and teaching of allyonth whatſoctter in the (ard Booke, being vnder the age of xxi. ac- 
coding to his Maieſties Royall pleaſure, and late Pzoclamation , Dated at Theobals, thevin, of No- 
uembtr laſt. Co:mmanding all his Highneſle louing Ditbtects, to obey ſuch directions, and oꝛder, as by 
my Lo2ds grace of Canterbury, my Lo2ds grace of Yorke, and other the Biſhops of this Realme ſhall 
be taken cherem foꝛ the better accompliſhnent, and due crecution hereof,accoding to his Highneſſe will
